WASHINGTON, June 2— 
The establishment of a fourth 
transcontinental sky express- 
way, in which all airplanes 
would be under “absolute” 
ground control as a means of 
avoiding collisions, was indi- 
cated here yesterday. 

James T. Pyle, chief of the 
Civil Aeronautics Administra- 
tion, also said the setting up of 
thfee air expressways from 
north to south, and also under 
rigid ground control, is under 
consideration. 

At present, commercial air- 
liners in clear weather usually 
fly on a “see or be seen basis,” 
with their pilots _responsible 
for avoiding collisions. Under 
ground control, they would be 
assigned definite altitudes and 
horizontal spacing from other 
aircraft, thus reducing the haz- 
ard of collision. 

Also, military planes, which 
now fly more or less on their 
own, without any civilian con- 
trol, would be barred from 
these skyways unless they filed 
flight plans in advance, and 
submitted to ground control, 
too. Military aircraft would be 
prohibited from flying across 
the expressways also.

FATALITIES REACH 
371; NEW RECORD 


Toll Exceeds Estimate of 
350 — 12 Die in 
Missouri. 


CHICAGO, June 2 (AP) — 
The nation’s traffic fatalities 
for the Memorial day holiday 
climbed to 371 today, breaking 
the record toll for the same 
three-day holiday in 1956, 

Late reports were expected 
to boost the tabulation. The 
count of dead in a¢cidents cov- 
ered the 78-hour period from 6 
- Thursday to midnight Sun- 
ay. 

In addition to the 371 killed 
in traffic, drownings account- 


from miscellaneous accidents, 
an overall total of 589. The 
traffic toll exceeded the “Na- 
tional Safety Council’s pre-holi- 
day estimate of 350. 

In Missouri, 12 persons were 
killed in traffic accidents, four 
were drowned and three killed 
in other accidents. Illinois had 

highway deaths, three 
drownings and six miscella- 
neous fatalities. 

In last year’s four-day Memo- 
rial day period, 413 persons 
were killed in highway acci- 
dents.

The com- 
panies and the union blamed 
each other for the situation. 

One-half million UAW mem- 
bers employed by the Big 
Three are. under orders from 
their chief, Walter P. Reuther, 
not to strike or provoke any 
incidents that could give the 


companies an excuse to shut 


down their plants.

night.. He made the same ma- | 


their contracts died 
neuvers that failed at G.M. 
Thursday night. But the com- 
panies flatly rejected his 
moves for any kind of tempo- 
rary extensions of contracts, 
Company Proposals. 

All stood firm on their pro- 
posals to extend 1955 contracts 
for two years, giving auto 
workers built-in annual wage 
increases of 7 cents per hour 
plus cost of living increases. 
This would amount to at least 
16 cents spread over two years. 

After the breakup at Ford 
early today, Reuther told news- 
men, “We, will ultimately get 
the companies to sit down and 
bargain with us the way they 
should. We will get a 1958 con- 
tract, whether it takes two 
weeks, four weeks or eight 
weeks ... time is on our 
side.” 

The companies did not say 
how they planned to keep 
Reuther from stalling until 
model changeover time would 
give Reuther a more favorable 
opportunity to strike them. | 
Reuther said it would be in- | 
sane to strike now when the | 
industry has 750,000 unsold

No More Check-Off. 

In setting their own terms 
for keeping plants in opera-.

The setting for this last act 
in the history of the Fourth Re- 
public was worthy of the event. 
There is no handsomer or more 
theatrical legislative chamber 
in the world than the old 
French Chamber, dusty with 
forgotten history, rich with 
white marble columns and gold- 
fringed red velvet, sonorous in 
its acoustics, and by its very 
shape constructed to enhance 
the drama of the moment. 


Here, quietly, unobtrusively, 
almost as though he were 
apologizing for thrusting in 
where he did not belong, en- 
tered the tall, gangling, almost 
comically solemn figure of 
Charles de Gaulle. On the floor 


and in the jammed opera-box- | 


like tribunes, all the vast crowd 
was waiting for the appearance 
of the man of destiny—or the 


man, at any rate, on whom the. 


French people now have bet 
their own destiny. 
No Rousing Welcome. 
Yet there was no stirring 


acknowledgment of De Gaulle’s 
entrance. The squat, 
president of the Assembly, that 
apt intriguer Andre Letroquer, | 
smiled his welcome. De Gaulle, 
infinitely alone on a front’ 
bench were no others chose or 
dared to join him, made a stiff 
gesture of greeting in reply. | 

The Assembly president gab- 
bled through the formal pre- 
liminaries. The name of Andre 
Malraux caused a sudden mur- | 
mur when the cabinet list was 
read. And De Gaulle, with his 
walk of a giant automaton, 
strode to the high, ornamented 
tribune. 

In all his long, unhappy ex- 
perience of public oratory, this 
reporter has heard no more 
curious speech on a great occa- 
sion. The phrases were pol- 
ished and marmoreal. The ex- | 
position of the plight of France 
was chilly and laconic. 

At no point was there the | 
slightest outward show of deep | 
emotion, except in the sudden 
emphasis with which De Gaulle | 
announced his readiness to ac- | 
cept “the heavy duty” of the 
leadership of France. The two | 
words “lourd devoir” rang like | 
bells and one knew the emotion | 
was there, right enough, hid- | 
den behind the severe facade. | 
It was, one suddenly thought, 
rather like a funeral oration 
pronounced over a fallen com- | 
rade’s bier by a military offi- 
cer long and strictly disci- 
plined to conceal all feeling. 


Respectful Applause. 

The deputies heard out De 
Gaulle in a cool hush. As he 
finished and walked from the | 
chamber, there was a round of 
applause, respectful but far 
from tempestuous. And so the 
French Assembly got down to | 
the day's real business, of vot- | 
ing its own demise. 

No man there—not even the 
great air-ace of the French Re- | 
sistance, Pierre Clostermann, | 
who mounted the tribune to | 
welcome De Gaulle in a voice 
of grateful tears—can really 
have enjoyed the business in 
hand. As Paul Reynaud once 
amiably remarked: “If regimes 
rarely reform themselves, it is 


so delicious.” 
Few deputies indeed have 
not enjoyed those delicious

abuses—the complex game of

De Gaulle Takes Ove ” 


Premier DeGaulle takes power in France 
with considerably less than the national man- 
date he had demanded. Instead of the 400 
Assembly votes he had set as a condition for 
his investiture, he settled for a minimum 329. 
Instead of an unlimited franchise to rule by 
decree, he asked six months of emergency 
powers, and a turbulent Assembly made clear 
that even this would be most grudgingly 
granted. Instead of banishing the parliamen- 


‘tarians on whom he had heaped so much 


scorn, he included their leaders, even Pflim- 
lin, in his cabinet. 

The conditions of DeGaulle’s assumption of 
power, in short, are far different from those 
of dictatorship which his bid for power orig- 
inally implied. Once in, he may of course 
use the dictator’s historic method of under- 
mining the constitutional system which gave 


‘ him authority. But the strength of the overt 


opposition, combined with that of the forces 
which accepted him only conditionally, should 
act as a deterrent to such tactics.

Having compromised with the left suffi- 
ciently to gain a parliamentary majority, De- 
Gaulle’s main problem now will be to hold in 
check the stormy right, whose resort to mil- 
itary threat brought him to power. His task 
is to work nothing short of a miracle in 
Algeria. At. the same time, he has an oppor- 
tunity to take the lead in reforming the con- 
stitutional weakness which has led to polit- 
ical crisis after crisis, and which this time 
confronted France with the unhappy choice 
of DeGaulle or a popular front government 
open to Communist domination. 


There inevitably are doubts about his desire 
to rule without legislative interference. Under 
the French constitution, only parliament can 
enact laws. Rule by decree is forbidden. But 
this was circumvented in 1953 under the dis- 
guise of “extension of the power to make 
regulations.” Even so, government decrees 
are supposed to be submitted to parliamen- 
tary committees. If disapproved, the decrees 
must be voted on like ordinary laws by- the 
Assembly. But now the Assembly for a time 
may become little more than a rubber stamp 
for approving what was done while it was not 
in session. 


This state of affairs, of course, was brought 


on by the irresponsibility of French politi- ~ 


cians. Others can do no more than judge by 
pragmatic standards. If civil rights are re- 
spected, if France’s problems are brought 
nearer solution, if alliances are not disturbed, 
and if the General’s strong medicine brings a 
revival of responsible democracy, there will 
be little complaining. But the tasks which De 
Gaulle is undertaking are enormous. 
* ~ e 


The renunciation of political affiliations by 
his followers smacks of a desire for one-party 
rule. It is a question whether their new Alge- 
rian “integration” policy will end the drain 
of the North African war. This already has 
brought France to the verge of a bankruptcy 
which threatens the advances toward eco- 
nomic and military integration of Europe. 
While De Gaulle promises a foreign policy 
based on NATO, this may be affected by 
France's deteriorating position in the various 
inter-European organizations. And beyond 
these issues is the question of how he pro- 
poses to strengthen executive authority. 


The difficulties are immense. Perhaps De 
Gaulle will use only methods which they jus- 
tify. Since France long has been one of the 
political, intellectual and cultural leaders of 
the West, it is to be hoped that the ordeal will 
be crowned by recovery. The prayer must be: 

Vive la France! 


Will Mr. Dunne Break the Tie? 


Once again the County Council has been 
unable to decide the fluoridation proposal 
that has been pending before it for almost a 
year. As has happened twice in the last two 
weeks, the question has run up against a 
3-3 vote. Both times Councilman Thomas C. 
Dunne, north county Democrat, has abstained 
from voting. 


Fluoridation is “controversial” to the extent 
that it is opposed by a small but militant mi- 
nority of laymen who have frightened half 
the Council out of its wits. Those Councilmen, 
including Democrat James H. J. McNary, who 
seeks promotion to the Supervisor’s post, have 
voted more on the basis of their estimate of 
the measure’s unpopularity than on its merits. 
This is the easy way out for men who refuse 
to do the hard thinking necessary to a con- 
clusion based on valid evidence, but it is not 
the proper one, 


Fluoridation is a technical and scientific 
proposal, and the individual Councilman has 
a duty to inform himself by consulting the 
qualified technicians and scientists. Fluorida- 
tion is indorsed by every important public 
health, dental and medical organization in the 
United States. 


If Councilman Dunne were ill, would he 


consult a physician? If he suffered from a 
toothache, would he see.a dentist? If his an- 
swers are Yes, then why doesn’t he listen to 
the qualified éxperts in this field and give 
fluoridation the one vote it needs? 


Labor’s Own Suggestions 


George Meany and the revitalized leadership 
of the AFL-CIO for which he speaks again 
have shown themselves alert to the real- 
ities. It has been almost standard procedure 
for trade unionists to oppose any regulation 
of their activities. Instead of following this 
pattern, Meany in appealing to Congress not 
to enact vindictive laws also has proposed a 
15-point legislative program which is fair and 
intelligent. 

He calls for adoption of the Kennedy-Doug- 
las-Ives bill for full publicity on welfare funds. 
He recommends a law to insure disclosure of 
the financial accounts of all but the smallest 
union locals. He wants the Department of 
Labor to have authority to examine records. 
He urges disclosure of expenditures by em- 
ployers in efforts to discourage unionization, 
as well as reports by labor consultants. He 
would make failure to report a federal offense 
punishable in the federal courts. 


Meany also advocates a law requiring full 
public reports on the trusteeships in charge 
of union locals. He would make the embez- 
zlement of union funds a federal crime. He 
would broaden the Taft-Hartley Act to make 
it a crime to bribe a union official, or for such 
an official to accept a bribe. He would pro- 
hibit certain anti-union practices such as pay- 
ments to synthetic “employes’ committees,” 
labor spies and the like. In each case, he 
would grant the Secretary of Labor adequate

In the Senate, the picture is not helped by 
the fact that Senator Humphrey of Minnesota, 
an ardent advocate of fair-trade legislation, is 
chairman of the Small Business subcommit- 
tee which will conduct hearings on the meas- 
ure June 23-25. 

Fair-trade laws permit manufacturers to 
fix prices on trade-marked products, despite 
the anti-trust laws, which outlaw price-fixing. 
What is more, “fair-trade” imposes penalties 
on retailers for violation. The Harris bill out- 
does all its predecessors by letting manufac- 
turers act without the least consent by retail- 
ers, and by forcing the system on states 
whose legislatures have rejected it. 

As the Justice Department warned the 
House, this would “drastically change the 
basic concepts of our basic economy.” 

It would raise prices substantially at a time 
when inflation is already a problem. 

It would close some stores, principally the 
discount houses, and throw people out of 
work although business recession and unem- 
ployment are already vexing the nation. 

It would damage retailers by preventing 
them from getting rid of excess inventories 
by reducing prices.

Thousands of small, weak units re- 
sult in duplication of services, higher 
administrative costs, overlapping and 
diffusion of authority and responsi- 
bility, fragmenting of financial re- 
sources and other related ineffi- 
ciencies and problems. 


For example, too many school dis- 
tricts in Missouri cause an illogical 
division of tax and bonding re- 
sources. With financial resources 
spread thinly and unevenly one 
school district may have an average 
of $2,000 assessed valuation back of 
each pupil while an adjoining dis- 
trict has an average of $34,000. 

A similar situation exists in many 
special districts, townships, and other 
units of government. Weak school 
districts can’t afford ‘needed profes- 
sional skills and adequate facilities 
and small road districts can’t afford

to hire the technical skills required 
in modern road building or the spe- 
cialized equipment needed to do the 
job well. 


The administrative confusion in- 
herent in a multiplicity of small 
units thwarts citizen participation in 
local government. Due to their 
small ‘size and lack of resources, 
many small districts find it neces- 
sary to operate with part-time and 
poorly qualified personnel. 

When a citizen wants information 
often he can’t find out who has it, 
or if he does, he frequently can’t get 
an informed answer. 


The existence of small, inefficient 
units, incapable of providing the 
services required of them, often leads 
to calls for state help, but state-aid 
usually perpetuates these units and 
puts off the needed reorganization 
or consolidation. 

Strengthening local government by 
improved organization enables cit- 
izens to solve many problems at the 
local level and relieves pressures on 
already over-loaded state and federal 
governments. 


While progress is being made, par- 
ticularly in reducing the number of 
school districts, much more study 
and effort is needed in Missouri to- 
ward reorganizing its multiplicity of 
small local units into efficient, re- 
sponsible units of sufficient size to 
provide needed services economically 
and éfficiently.

WASHINGTON, June 2 (UPI 
—The House passed and sent 
to the White House today legis- 
lation to permit the Federal 
Housing Administration to re- 


sume federal aid to home fi- 
nancing. 
The bill, passed by over- 


whelming voice vote, would in- 
crease to $31,500,000,000 the 
ceiling on the amount of home 
mortgages which the agency 
can insure. The present limit 
is $27,500,000,000. 

FHA has exhausted its pres- 
ent insurance authority. Its 75 
field offices last Wednesday 
were ordered to stop issuing 
commitments to insure home 
mortgages. FHA Commissioner 
Norman P. Mason said this was 
necessary to stay within the 
dollar limit imposed by law. 

There never was any ques- 
tion of Congress increasing the 
ceiling. But the final outcome 
was a victory for the Admin- 
istration. 

Liberal Democrats had hoped 
to hold back temporarily some 
of the four-billion-dollar re- 
quest by the Administration for 
inclusion later in an omnibus 


housing bill. They wanted it 
as insurance against an ex- 
pected presidential veto of 
their housing bill 


The Democratic - controlled 
House Banking Committee had 
recommended an increase of 
only one billion dollars to tide 
FHA over until the big housing 
bill is enacted. But the Demo- 
crats abandoned the strategy 
after the Senate late Thursday 
approved the full four-billion- 
dollar increase. 


No Treasury funds are di- 
rectly in the FHA bill. It mere- 
ly increases the amount of 
mortgages which may be in- 
sured at any one time. 

Under the program, buyers 


of FHA-insured housing pay a 
one-half of 1 per cent premium 
to cover cost of the program. 
This is in addition to the 5% 
per cent interest which FHA 
permits mortgage lenders.

A ‘Soda Fountain’ at Home 


COME SUMMER it is a wise 
mother who sets up a soda 
fountain at home as insurance 
for keeping the small fry in 
“seeing distance” and _ close 
tabs on teenagers. 


It’s easy to do—tall glasses, 
straws, iced tea spoons, chilled 
sparkling water, fruits and, of 
course, plenty of, ice créam in 
the refrigerator’s freezing com- 
partment or in the freezer. 


The idea, in general, is sim- 
ply this: into a laftge glass put 
about one-third of crushed 
sweetened fruit—Strawberries, 
raspberries, peaches, apricots, 
pineapple—or about three ta- 
blespoons of sirup such as choc- 
olate or maple, then a scant 
one-fourth cup of chilled milk, 
a large scoop of ice cream, and 
almost fill with chilled spark- 
ling water. Stir, add straws 
and serve. 


For a richer soda stir a small 
scoop of ice stream -into the 
fruit or sirup and milk mixture 
until creamy, then top with a 
full scoop of ice cream and add 
sparkling water. 

For variety use different fla- 
vors of ice cream, the choice 
depending upon the _ sirup, 
sauce or crushed fruit used. 


Cola, root beer or gingerale 
sodas are good. Put a large 
scoop of vanilla ice cream into 
a large glass, almost fill with 
the chilled beverage desired, 
stir well. Ice cream may first 
be stirred into the beverage. 


Fruit juices and nectars may 
be used in much the same way, 
although they are not really a 
true soda. A good one is made 
by putting a generous scoop of 
vanilla, pineapple, lemon or 
peach ice cream into a glass. 
Pour ice cold pineapple juice 
over it. Muddle just enough

Refreshing Note: 


Ben Hecht on TV. 


NEW YORK, June 2. 
BEN HECHT, the man who has written 70 movies and 
who has called movies “an eruption of trash that has lamed 
the American mind,” has just succumbed to television and 
this should be a refreshing, though frightening experience 
for all of us. 

Hecht, an itonoclast of 
gargantuan proportions, 
has written some superb 
things (thé sereenplay of 
“Wuthering Heights,” for 
instance) and some utter 
drivel and it'll be fun to 
see what he'll do for tele- 
vision. Of telévision, he 
has said on the Mike 
Wallace show: “Well, tele- 
vision excites me because 
it seems to be the last 
stamping ground of 
poetry, the last place 
where I hear women’s 
hair rhapsodically de- 
scribed, women’s faces 
acclaimed in odelike lan- 
guage. The commercials 
are for me the most 
thrilling and exuberant 
poetry left in the United 
States.” f 

The name of the series Hecht is writing (he’s already 
written 26 scripts and one pilot film has been shot) is “Dr. 
Pygmalion.” It’s the story of an internationally known 
plastic surgeon who, after changing the outer features, 
watches for changes in the psyche, the inner wounds and 
self of the patient. Hecht will tell you it’s based on the 
files of a real plastic surgeon, Dr. Maxwell Malte, who is 
on the staff of the Columbia University College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons.

>» “DAYDREAMER is & mild description of the men and 
women who seek the plastic surgeon,” comments Hecht. 
“Their daydream is often violent with tragedy and full of 
melodrama. The stories I contemplate are not medical 
stories, They will be the stories of curious and confused 
men and women who seek to solve inner problems or im- 
prove dramatic situations by changing their faces or their 
seeming ages. : 

“Policemen, grocery clerks, stenos, ballerinas, soctety 
dowagers, tycoons, underworld figures, politicians and all 
their neighbors will be my cast of characters. The thing 
that will tie my stories together will be the daydream of 
youth and beauty that all these varying types have in com- 
mon. Most of the stories will be love stories. Why else 
daydream? They will, however, be slightly offbeat love 
stories. I feel that in this age of science, of impersonal 
generalities concerning the problems of government, mass 
annihilations and outer space, stories about the intimate 
stresses of individuals will be of extra interest to our prop- 
I feel also that stories that do 
not specialize in the sentimentalities of ‘good’ people win- 
ning their goals and ‘bad’ people getting their come- 
upparke can be sharply interesting to television audiences.” 


> THAT DOESN’T TELL US MUCH. The series could be 
awful or it could be very stimulating, as Hecht certainly 
was on the Wallace show. I can’t remember an interview 
on TV ever entertaining me so wickedly and so well. 


Of movies, for instance, Hecht said: “I don’t 
really dislike them. I have no interest in them, 
any more than a plumber has any vital interest in 

his product, The plumber has to know how to 
make his stuff; he doesn't have to admire what he 
makes.” 


Of movie writers: “The writer is a stowaway. He has 
the privileges of a stowaway. He has no power to assert 
himself and about 10 or 15 villains, including his own in- 
competence, usually corrupt him, ... The writer has no 
more to do with the making of a movie than an usher with 
runfiing the theater... . Out of 70, maybe I've written 
about @ight or nine I could tolerate if I were a member of 
the audience.” 

Wallace read Hecht the Paddy Chayevsky statement 
which implied movie writers could have as much integrity 
as anyone else. Snorted Hecht: “He sounds a little like 
Goldilocks. He'll change his mind after he’s been out here 
awhile. He has one success and one success usually gives 
a fellow feverish ideas about who he is and what he can 
do. But after you've had four or five successes and about 
50 faflures, you change your mind.”

AS LONG AS President Eis- 
enhower has to deal with Gen- 
eral Charles de Gaulle it is en- 
couraging to know that he likes.

ships do mean a great deal. 
But the Socialists continue to 
be opposed to De Gaulle and 
the Communists have joined in 
the demonstrations against 
him. In coming to power, he 
will not find the same problems 
he had immediately after the 
war, but he will find others 
that are, on the whole, more 
difficult to settle. 

After the war there was 
unanimous decision in France 
as to what had to be done and 
all of the people joined to- 
gether with one purpose—that 
of recovery. 

But now within France there 
is division of purpose on many 
different questions. These will 
need fresh thinking, and I have 
a feeling that this is as diffi- 
cult for Gaulle and his sup- 
porters as it seems to be for 
some of our own leaders in 
this country.
